Washinstcn, July 223.—President 
Wilson has determined that no faction 
in the present Mexican revolution 
shall obtain arms or ammunition from 
the United States and that neutrality 
must be observed ‘fn its strictest 
sense. This was the interpretation of 
the neutrality laws decided yppon by 
the president today after con¥erences 
with Senator Bacon and Representa- 
tive Flood, chairman of the two con- 
gressional committees on foreign re- 
lations. 

While the Mexican rebels have been 
getting no arms heretofore, today’s 
developmeits mean that the Huerta 
administration will be deprived of the 
privilege previously accorded the Ma- 
dero government and that the United 
States will treat all sides alike in the 
present dispute. 

The situation was precipitated by 
the repeated complaints of constitu- 
tionalists end their sympathizers in 
this country that if the United States 
did not virtually assist the Huerta 
government by selling it munitions 
of war, a terminatfon of hostilities 
would be possible. 

Strong Sentiment for New Policy. 

Sentimenc in favor of @ new policy 
grew in congress to such extent that 
today a canvass was made of the com- 

ittees in both houses dealing with 
foreign relations. It was found there 

ould be little objection to repealing 
he joint resolution of March 14, 1912, 


which gives the president discretion- | 


ary power to prohibit exportations of 
arm:s or munitions of war to countries 
where domestic existed, but 
permits him to allow the legally con- 
tituted government of any country 
o buy war supplies as usual. Senator 
Bacon, however, reiterated as he left 
he white bouse today that the Hueria 
Administration could not be considered 
legitimate successor of the Madero 
egime or a legally 
srmment. 
The constitutionalist representatives 
ere had protested to the state de- 
bartment that inasmuch as the Huerta 
rovernment had not been recognized, 
t ought not to obtain arms. This con- 
truction of the case found favor t!n 
fficial circles, and while the reneal 
f the resolution of March 14, 1912 
as considered by administration offi- 
flals as one way of equalizing condi- 
ions, it was decided that the 
urpose could be observed hy 
mmunition to all factons. 
Equal Showing for Both Sides. 
There nevertheless firm feeling 
congress in favor of lifting the em- 
argo on arms and giving both sides 
n equal opportunity to equip them- 
pives. This sentiment finds favor es- 
ecially among those who believe that 
e Carranza rebels have public opin- 
bn behind them in Mexico, and if 
iven the arms with which to supply 
eir large unequipped forces, the rev- 
ution would end speedily in their 
vor.

SLATON’S KEYNOTE IN BEHALF 
OF TEACHERS AND TAXATION 


LaGrange, Ga., July 23.—¢Spectal.)— 
Appealing to the members of the Geor- 
gia Weekly Press association for as- 
sistance in what he termed one of the 
most serious financial crises of the 
state’s history, Governor John M. Sla- 
ton, in his annual address tonight be- 
fore the annual banquet of the asso- 
ciation, scored in no uncertain terms 
the présent system under which the 
teachers of the state are forced to do 
without their money for a year after 
their services have been rendered. 

“We may differ about economics,” 
clared Governor Slaton. ‘“We 
differ about questions of politics. But 
about the injustice of any such system 
and the necessity for radical reform 
we can but agree. 

“Therefore to you I appeal as 
Georgians—the most powerful body for 
progress in the state—to lend your ald 
in meeting this crisis. Will you not, 


| gentlemen—educators and instructors of 


| the people—strong with the vower that 
you alone possess, hold up the hands 
of the legislature in bravelv and hon- 
estly solving lke statesmen the prob- 
‘lems of Georgia?” 

In referirng to his recommendation 
of an extra Pevy, the governor said: 

‘T have recommended an extra levy 
of 1 1-2 mills to meet the salaries now 
due, and I declare to you that the pay- 
ing of one mill in 1915 and one-half 
mill in 1916 would be the best trade 
taxpayers of the state made.” 

Governor Slaton declared himself 
favor of the equalization of taxes, say- 
ing that an increase of 20 per cent by 
equalizing the burden and not 
that of him who is bearing 
part, would produce an abundance 
every legitimate purpose.

Serious Trouble Expected. 

Serious trouble was expected when 
the guards were notified that all their 
Claims had been rejected and it had 
been arranged that any of the guards 
atempting, a demonstration should be 
arrested by the papal gendarmes and 
turned over to the Italian police for 
transportation to the Swiss frontier. 
When the reply to their memorial was 
read the commander and other offi- 
cers, armed with revolvers,’ stood 
ready to suppress any show of force. 

A letter also was read from Cardl- 
nal Merry del Val, papal secretary of 
State, condemning the attitude of the 
Suards. This was the last straw. as 
the guards had hoped that the cardinal 
would favor their side. They decided 
to maintain a relatively calm attitude, 
wishing, as they themselves expressed 
it, to “obtain their rights through per- 
Suasion rather than violence.” 

Ultimatum of Vatican. 

The ultimatum of the vatican 
read to the guards by their com- 
mander. They were assembled in the 
inner court of the vatican and notified 
that their memorial of Monday, in 
which they laid down their terms, 
could not be accepted by the holy see, 
as it was destructive of the principle 
of discipline. He added that those 
Who could not submit to the present 
military rule were at liberty to return 
to their homes as freely as they had 
enlisted.

Receiver Sullivan Expects to 
Complete Entire work and 
Turn It Over to Atlanta 
Before October.

$196,000, will be in operation on Sep- 
tember 1, according to a statement 
made by W. A Hansell, assistant chief 
of city yesterday > after- 
noon. 

The engineers are working out the 
“nick up” details of the construction 
of the plant, and are concentrating 
their efforts to finish the filter beds 
before October. According to kn- 
gineer Hansell the plant will be put in 
operation with only two acres of 
filter beds in use, and he expects to 
get satisfactory results. 

- Plant ‘Complete by October. 

R. M. Sullivan, who was appointed 
to take: charge of the plant after 
Chester A. Dady, the original contrac- 
tor, failed, has assured the that 
the filters wil be finished and the en- 
tire plant turned over complete before 
October.

Engineer Hansell said Wednesday. 
“Delays caused by the failure of Dady 
to get enough stone to finish the fil- 
ters hindered the work.” 

Inder Dady’s administration En- 
gineer ‘Hansell reported that no more 
than an average of twenty-five cars of 
stone were received for the filter beds 
each month. Receiver Sullivan has 
increased the average to 125 carloads, 
expects to make more contracts 
month. 

Sullivan Getting Stone. 

“Sullivan. has gone out and made 
contracts with every quarry within 
shipping distance,” Engineer Hansell 
says. “He has the backing of the city, 
and I am informed that he has expe- 
rienced no trouble getting stone. The 
city has made arrangements to pay 
for stone upon delivery. Such ar- 
rangements have attracted the crush-

THEN TO HAVE CHANCE 


Overwhelming Opposition to 


New County Creation in 


Many Communities Most 
Directly Concerned.

With the vote in the senate today 
on Barrow county, the fate of the new 
county movements so far as this gen- 
eral assembly is concerned will, in ail 
probability, be determined. 

If the vote on this proposition, 
which'is generally recognized to be the 
most meritorious one of the lot and 
the only one of the lot which has de- 
veloped sufficient strength even to 
divide into anything like equal fac- 
tions the locality immediately affect- 
ed, is adverse, it will mean that the 
others will be compelled to abandon 
the fight. 

Then the general assembly will be 
left free for the remainder of the ses- 
Sion to pass upon vital matters in- 
volving the welfare of the whole state 
unhampered by the fearful pressure of 
the néw county agitation, the geri- 
ousness Of which no one can real- 
ize who has not been in Atlanta and 
in a@ position to observe what is go- 
ing on. . 

Vith a majority of the rules com- 
mittce of the house committed against 
making special orders. of any more 
new county bills this year and with 
the policy of the senate to take up 
bills oniy in their regular order on 
the calendar, the -probability is re- 
mote, indeed, of any more new coun- 
ty measures coming up for final ac- 
tion this year. 

Agitation Unabated. 

But the agitation still goes on un- 
abated. For several days in the week 
the house chamber is crowded with 
the advocates and opposers of new 
counties to the exclusion of the repre- 
sentatives themselves. There is much 
complaint on the part of members who 
have desired to get to their desks to 
prepare bills, answer the correspon- 
dence of their constituents and do the 
other tasks expected of them as leg- 
islators, but so far their complaints 
have been unheeded. Thehearings of 
the house committee on. constitutional 
amendments always find the house 
packed \with local delegations, brought 
to Atlanta to favor or oppose the cre- 
ation of new counties. 

Three of these hearings are set for 
this afternoon, namely, Lamar, Han- 
sell and Norwood. If the usual pro- 
portion of favorable reports is kept 
up, it goes without saying that one, 
and possibly two, of these new coun- 
ty propositions will be recommended 
by the committee. This forecast may 
be made without any regard to the 
merits of the propositions in question, 
for with one of the members of the 
constitutional amendments committee 
openly declaring in advacnce that he 
would vote for all new counties, he 
himself being personally very much 
interested in one of them, it is evi-

W. Van Cleave, one-time president of 
the association, wished Mulhall well 
in this matter and John Kirby, Jr., 
wrote: 

“I see that somebody has been buz- 
Zing a congressional bee around your 
carcass. I suppose next will be a 
humming bird, representing the senate 
and then an eagle representing the 
presidential chair of the United 
States.” 

Many of the letters today spoke of 
an effort to land F. C. Schwedtman, 
Secretary to Van Cleave, on the tariff 
board. 

MacVeagh Called Mugwump. 

Former Secretary MacVeagh was 
dubbed a mugwump in a letter from 
former Representative Watson to 
Mulhall on September 18, 1909. Wat- 
son evidently trying to land Secretary 
Schwedtman, of the manufacturers, on 
the tariff board, wrote that. President 
Taft was appointing only men 
ommended by MacVeagh. 

“If he were a republican, we might 
reach him,” wrote Watson of Mac- 
Veagh, “but he is a mugwump, and I 
am not hopeful of final success for I 
will swear I never on earth knew 
what to do with a mugwump, inas- 
much as I have no right to kill him.” 

Mulhall, writing to General Man- 
ager Bird, of the manufacturers, ad- 
vised him to be “in good fighting 
shape on September 12, to visit the 
white house at Beverly, with me.” 

-Neither Senators Cummins nor Nel- 
son, repubiican members of the com- 
mittee, appeared today at the hear- 
ing. Although neither would discuss 
the matter, it is generally known that 
they claim the democrats have been 
Playing politics with the investiga- 
tion, particularly in the case of 8S: W. 
McClave, republican candidate for 
congress in the sixth New Jersey dis- 
trict, defeated in a special election 
yesterday. 

McClave was brought into the case 
a few days ago by Mulhall. Senator 
Nelson declared publicly the next day 
that he didn’t know the committee 
“was being used for campaign pur- 
poses,’ and Senator Cummins has not 
been present at any hearing since, 
except for a few minutes. 

Letter to Taft. 

Mulhall swore that an unsigned let- 
ter, dated November 25, 1909, and ad- 
dressed to “Hon. William H. Taft, 
president of the United States,” had 
been written by James A. Emery, 
counsel] for the National Association 
of Manufacturers. The letter fol- 
lows: 

“Sir: IT have the honor to submit 
herewith a memoranda with respect 
to your contemplated recommendation 
in reference to the Sherman act. I do 
this in accordance with the sugges- 
tion made during our recent inter- 
view.” 

Mulhall identified a copy of the 
memoranda. He s@id Emery sent it to 
the, president as a brief. 

The copy of an answering letter to 
Emery signed by the president was 
identified by Mulhall. It was dated 
November 29 and perfunctorily ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the memo- 
randa on the Sherman act. 

West Virginia politics called Mul- 
hall in January, 1910. He wrote 
President John Kirby, Jr., on. the 
15th: 

“Senator Scott is extremely anxious 
to have us give him any aid that we 
“ng be able to render for his re- 
urn to the senate this year. of 
course I handled this matter diplo- 
matically, making no pledges and 
stating» to the senator that I should 
Write our people at the earliest pos- 
sible moment and get them to grant 
any aid they are able to give.”

WHERE DID MANDEVILLE 
GET HIS FACTS? 


Sir John Mandeville startled Europe dur- 
ing the middle of the fourteenth century 
by publishing a book of travels in which 
he gave a history of countries then un- 
known, and of peoples never before heard 
of; and, in fact, to this day some of these 
countries and people are no better known 
than they were in his .time, and were un- 
doubtedly the invention of a. remarkably 
fertile mind. 

, Mandeville was born in 1300. He left 
home when he was 22 years old, and for 
thirty years nothing was heard of him. 
When he returned he published his “Book 
of Travels.” So graphically was he able to 
describe everything he said he had seen 
that no one doubted his statements. In fact, 
it was several hundred years before it was 
recognized that he was purely a faker, and 
that perhaps he had never traveled more 
than a hundred miles in his life. 

When Mandeville returned from his sup- 
posed journey with wonderful stories to 
relate, people flocked to him from near 
and far, and for some time he was in great 
demand as a lecturer. According to his 
statements he left England and went to 
Turkey, thence to Asia and spent much time 
in India. He said that while he was in 
tzypt the sultan had offered him his beau- 
tiful daughter if he would become a Moham- 
medan. The more he traveled the more won- 
drous became the things he saw. He vividly 
described cannibals, giants with one eye in 
the center of their foreheads, crocodiles that 
wept and weird monsters, such as human 
eye has never seen. He told of an Oriental 
bird so large that it was qble to carry away 
elephant in his claws. Also of fire- 
breathing dragons, and of snails whose 
shells were as large as ordinary houses.

A Telephone for the Deaf. 


(From The Technische Monatshefte, Berlin.) 

“an optical telegraph intended to fill the 
place of the telephone for talking with a 
deaf person has recently been invented by 
a deaf and dumb married couple.

The Searcy-Hixon bill, applying the 
Provisions of the Webb act azganst 
the importation of spirituous liquors 
into Georgia, was passed by the 
George state senate Wednesday morn- 
ing by a vote of 36 to 3.

The first section of the bill, which 
merely prohibits the importation of | 
spirituous liquors into the state for} 
illegal use was practically unopposed, 
the bone of contention coming in the 
second section which places the Dur- 
den of proof upon the carrier of such 
liquors. This law, it is stated, will 
not affect near beer, locker clubs law- | 
fully conducted or ‘persons ordering | 
liquor for personal consumption, but.

Next in order after the general ap- 
Ppropriations bill which is now making 
its way through the house, will be 
the general tax bill, which will be 
taken up by the ways and means com- 
mittee this afternoon and probably re- 
ported to the house Friday morning. 

Chairman Akin said Wednesday 
night that he would ask to have the 
general tax bill made a special order 
48 soon as the appropriations bill is 
out of the way. He will ask for a 
special order for the Lipscomb tax re- 
form bill next. The rules committee 
has already been asked to report the 
inheritance tax -bill as a special order, 
and it will come next. 

These three measures wlll probably 
keep the house busy all next week 
and the debate on them may consume 
the greater part of the remainder of 
the session. 

Both the tax revision measure and 
the inheritance tax bill are in fine 
shape for-final passage ag they stand, 
The friends of the principles embodied 
in both measures have agreed to join 
in support of them, although there 
may be changes that they would like 
to see made.

Mexic Editor Attacks U. 8S. Senators. 


Mexico City, July 23.—All the news- 
papers this morning displayed promi- 
nently an account of yesterday’s de- 
bate in the senate at Washington on 
Mexican affairs without, 
making any comment. In El Pais it 
appears under the heading “General 
Huerta Insulted Again by American 
Senators.” 

The same newspaper, commenting 
on the Nicaragua incident, solemnly 
assures its readers that in the Colonia 
de la Bolsa, the most disreputable 
quarter of Mexico City, ‘there are men 
of more judgment and of greater hon- 
or than the majority of American 
senators.” 

The rank and file of Mexicans can- 
not bring themselves to believe that 
the United States will go to the ex- 
tent of intervention. 

Official Mexico is reticent on the 
subject and General Huerta is con- 
cerned today about family affairs, for 
his daughter, Luz, married this after- 
noon Captain Luis Fuentes, the. presi- 
dent’s aid-de-camp. 

Manuel Calero, former Mexican am- 
bassador at Washington, expressed 
the bellef today that any act what- 
ever of intervention would precipitate 
a war. 

Peace Forum Urges Action. 

New York, July 23.—The inter- 
national peace forum in a statement 
to the public today called on the 
United States government for an un- 
equivocal declaration of its position 
in the question of intervention in 
Mexico. The statement was drawn up 
by Dr. John Wesley Hill, president of 
the forum, and Dr. Henry Allen Tup- 
per, its special peace commissioner, 
who during the past year has made 
three trips to Mexico to study condi- 
tions. 

The forum suggests that the United 
States insist that the present dis- 
turbances in Mexico cease within 
thirty days and offer its services to 
help the Mexican government restore 
peace during this period. If after thir- 
ty days conditions remain unimproved, 
the forum recommends the appoint- 
ment of a commission which shall in 
a diplomatic, but positive, manner ap- 
proach the whoie question with an in- 
sistence that the lives and property 
of Americans and all foreigners 
Should be protected and a stable gov- 
ernment should be established.”

not oniy cost him many times the 
money, but would paralyze enterprise 
and development. The other constitu- | 
tional checks, which have been refer- | 
red to, would afford a guarantee that 
no extra rate would be levied again. 
The deficit in the treasury would be 
Satisfied, the state could say to the 
purchasers of her bonds, that she is 


on solid financial basis—her teachers 
would be paid, and the kiting policy, 
which is opposed to all sound princl- 
ple, would be abolished. 

The legislative committee has recom- 
mended an equalization of taxes. The 
measure is not harsh. It is not bur- 
d@nsome. Its purpose is simply to see 


that every man bears his proportionate 
part of the load. I do not favor one 
dollar being raised more than is neces- 
sary for the economical management 
of the government. The tax payer 
can use it better than the state. But 
it will not do to starve our institu- 
tions, nor lessen their efficience. Their 
only purpose is to serve the people— 
to educate their sons and daughters— 
to reveal to the farmers the scientific 
truths that will enhance their prosper- 
ity—that will safeguard communities 
against pestilence and disease. These 
institutions mean that we need not g¢ 
to other states for trained intellects 
or skillful hands. 
Public Dishonor. 

Is not equalization just that requires 
all to pay the same percentage? Is it 
right that one man or one county pay 
on sixteen per cent of the value of 
her property when another pays on 
forty? An increase cf twenty per cent 
by simply equalizing the burden, not 
increasing that of him who is bearing 
his part, would produce an abundance 
for every legitimate purpose. 

But, gentlemen, you Know the facts. 
It is easy to criticise those who would 
raise revenue and praise those who 
would spend. But back of it all, like 
many other stern duties of life, Hes 
a bright side of the question. When 
we measure it aright-—when we view it 
with a clear vision that penetrates the 
fogs of prejudice—we find our foot- 
steps in those of our fathers, who re- 
alized the horrors of public debt and 
wrote in our constitution lessons tearn- 
ed from fallen nations—that public 
debt threatens public dishenor. 

Not long ago, when England thought 
her honor menaced, Asquith, the liberal 
leader, moved the government’s ulti- 
matum and Arthur. Balfour, leader of 
the opposition, seconded the motion 
amidst the cheers of the commons. 
There was no time nor occasion for 
difference
